For more than an hour Mr. Rockefeller talked 
te: me about his plan and showed me why he be- 
lieves that it will help to allay the unrest and 
appease the conflict that has been raging and 
smoldering in turns ever since the Colorado strike 
was called, more than ten years ago. He said: 
“The plan is really a co-operative plan. The 
common interests, and this leads to the estab- 
lishment of joint committees to promote that com- 


tent inimical to that common interest. On these 
joint committees the representatives of the work- 
ers have equal place with the representatives of 
the officers of the company. Labor is not ar- 
rayed against capital; both will sit at the table 
and discuss how the interests of each can best be 
promoted. 


Jotnt Conference of Employes 
and Employers to Be Held Annually 


0 6 W has been done is this: The plan 
provides that employes at each of 
the mining camps shall elect every 

year their own representatives—chosen from 

themselves—to act for them in all matters con- 
cerning their employment and wages, the condi- 
tions under which they live and work, and to 
adjust disputes and represent them generally in 


with the company. 
Ax bets forth the time, place and method of call- 


ing annual meetings, and every man who has 
worked for the company for three months and 
is not a salaried officer may vote by secret ballot. 
This basis of representation is one representative 
to every 150 workers, but each camp—whatever 
the number of employes—is to have at least two 
representatives. At these annual meetings the 
employes may consider and make recommenda- 
tions concerning the questions of their employ- 
ment, living and working conditions, etc., and 
any other matters that they wish their represen- 
tatives to discuss with the president and officers 
of the company at the annual joint conference of 
the company’s officers and employes. 

“This annual joint conference will be held in 
December of each year, at a time and place to be 
selected by the president of the company and to 
be attended by him and such officers of the com- 
pany as he may select and by all the elected rep- 
resentatives of the employes. 

“There will also be district conferences between 
the elected representatives of the employes in 
each of the five districts into which the company's 
property has been divided. They will be held 
within two weeks of the annual joint conference 
and at intervals of not more than four months 
thereafter as the operating officers of the com- 
pany or a majority of the representatives of the 
employes may find desirable. 

„At each of these district conferences the pres- 
ident or his representative will attend and also 
as many of the officers of the company as he 
thay designate. The employes will be represented 
by their elected representatives, but in no case 
may the officers: of the company exceed the num- 
ber of the representatives of the employes. 

“The idea is to have free discussion at these 
conferences of all matters of mutual interest and 
concern to the company and its employes, and to 
pring out suggestions to promote production and 
increase efficiency, to enforce discipline and avoid 
friction, and, of course, to improve the working 


and living conditions of the men.

“First, there will be a committee on indus- 
trial co-operation and conciliation which will 
look into and report upon industrial disputes, 
with a view to their prevention or settlement 
as the Case may be, and also the terms of employ- 
ment, the maintenance of order and the preserva- 
tion of discipline. 

“Then there will be a joint committee on saféty 
and accidents which will look after the inspec- 
tion of the mines, the prevention of accidents, the 
safeguarding of machinery and dangerous work- 
ing places, the use of explosives and protection 
of the company’s property from fire, and first aid 
to employes who may be injured. 

“The third will be a joint committee an sani- 
tation, health and housing which may at any 
time bring up questions bearing upon the health 
of the employes, the hospitals, doctors, nurses 
and everything their title indicates from stamp- 
ing out tuberoulosis to seeing that the men's 
gardens are kept tidy and their fences in repair: 
er from laying out a sewage system for a camp 
to looking after the disposal of garbage. 

“Lastly there will be a joint committee on recre- 
ation and education which will look after the 
men at play and see that they have playgrounds, 
athletic competitions, field days and also be in 
charge of night schools, technical education and 
manual. training, religious exercises, Sunday 
schools, churches, etc. 

“That is the organization that has been adopted 
to promote the common interests of capital and 
labor, and which, if carried out in a spirit of 
mutual good will and fair play, I firmly believe 
will prevent and adjust industrial disputes in the 
company. These further important things are 
included in the plan: 

“Both the company and its employes agree to 
respect the Federal and State laws respecting 
mining and labor and the company’s rules and 
regulations supplementing the same.

“Finally, the employes have the right to employ 
check weighmen and the company undertakes to 
grant every facility to enable them to render a 
correct account of all coal weighed. 

“In addition to.all this every facility will be 
given to employes to appeal from the pit. boss 
through the several officers to the president of 
the company against unfair conditions of labor or 
treatment, and the president of the company will 
appoint an industrial representative whose duty 
it will ‘be to go at once to any camp where {he 
employes’ representative calls him to adjust any 
grievance, and to visit each camp at least once 
ir every three months on his own initiative, so 
as to see for himself that the Federal and State 
laws and the company’s regulations and the ternis 
of this agreement are being lived up to. Elab- 
orate precautions have been taken to insure a 
Square deal for any employe who has 4 com- 
plaint, and numerous avenues of appeal are open 
with final reterence to the State of Colorado In- 
dustrial Commission, which commission 18 given 
power by law to make a full investigation and 
report in regard to any matters referred to it. 


“Tn addition there has been provided a scheme 
for social and industrial betterment; and also an 
industrial bulletin will be published under the 
direction of the president's executive assistant, 
which will be a means of communication between 
the management and its employes and the public 
and which will give information about the com- 
pany, its policies and its activities. Incidentally, 
the entire cost of this whole. plan will be borne 
by the company, even to the paying of the trav- 
eling expenses of the representatives of the em- 
employes and the reimbursement to them for the 
working time lost in carrying out their duties 
under this plan.

The contest of the cities for the Democratic 
and Republican conventions of next year seems 
to have narrowed down, as it has so often done in 
the past, to a contest in which St. Louis and Chi- 
cago are the chief competitors. 

Present appeals to Southern committemen of 
both parties to vote for Chicago hardly set forth 
with sufficient truth and frankness either the 
apparent Chicago sentiment with respect to 
the South or the reasons on which Chicago's 
claims to the conventions are founded. 

A more candid and presumably reliable expres- 
sion of the attitude of Chicago toward the South | 
and the Southern people is found in the utter- 
ances of a representative Chicago newspaper.

THE STATE LAND BANK. 

The State Committee of the Missouri Land Bank 
Association started a practical campaign for the 
constitutional amendment providing for the estab- 
lishing of a State land hank under the Gardner 
plan. The committee has launched an initiative 
petition to submit the amendment to the people 
in the election next November. 

The success of the lard bank movement is of 
deep concern to the State. Its aim is to provide 
a satisfactory system of. loans to farmers at low 
rates of interest. By enabling farmers to borrow 
money at reasonable rates it will greatly increase 
tbeir comfort and prosperity. It will enable them 
to purchase farms and pay for them with com-. 
parative ease and economy. At present farm loans 
are so burdensome that farmers are unable to car- 
ry them and are discouraged in their efforts to 
make a living and acquire homes. The prevailing 
rates for money in the country are exorbitant. The 
measure will promote agriculture, attract young 
men to the farming lands and thus contribute to 
j the welfare of the whole State, 

The farmers are primarily interested in the 
amendment, but what interests and helps them, 
helps the whole State. All the people of Mis 
souri should support the amendment. 
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THE SUBMARBINE’S GREATEST ENEMY. 

In connection with our move for preparedness, 
too much stress cannot be laid upon the necessity 
of a large ‘and efficient aviation corps. Beyond 
the use as scouts they have proven themselves to 
be the most efficient defenses against submarines. 

Interesting information was received by Mr. 
Henry Woodhouse, a governor of the Aero Club 
of America, regarding the methods adopted by 
the English with their aeroplanes in destroying 
the German undersea boats. The seroplanes go 
out to sea in pairs, followed by several 40-knot 
destroyers. Like hunting dogs, they scout far and 
near in search of their prey. On discovering a 
submarine they drop a smoke bomb as a signal 
tor the destroyers to approach while they circle 
about keeping their quarry ir sight. From the ele- 
vated position of the plane it is possible to see to 
a depth of a hundred feet in the water, so the 
chances of escape are small. The destroyers on 
coming up either lower steel nets to catch the 
submarine or follow it till it rises, when they 
blow it to pieces. :

The Defeat of Woman Suffrage | 


EAST TOO CONSERVATIVE. 

Chicago Journal: Woman suffrage was de- 
feated in all three states which voted on that 
question yesterday. The returns are not yet com- 
plete enough to permit of but the women 
polled a tremendous vote. 

The Atlantic states are still the stronghold of 
“conservatism,” to give a certain quality its long- 
est and most respectable name. The West will 
try an experiment, accept it and forget that it ever 
was new, while the Hast is still demonstrating 
that the selfsame proposition is.useless, wicked, 
impossible, immorel and “contrary to nature.” It 
is the difference between men who have kept the 
pioneer habit and men who, mentally as well as 
physically, have always stayed at home. 


ONLY DELAYED. 

New York World: That the Woman-Suffrage 
amendment was beaten is not surprising, but it is 
significant that the suffragists appear to have 
done much better in New York than in Massa- 
chusetts, which used to be regarded as the home 
of human freedom. 

In spite of their defeat, the women of New York 
have no reason to be discouraged. No other such 
campaign was ever before seen in this State. Out 
of nothing they created a body of opinion that 
registered hundreds of thousands of votes at the 
first summons for a radical reform. They had 
no party to build from, no organization other than 
they were able to form as their work progressed. 
They had to combat prejudice and conservatism, 
as well as indifference and inertia. It was to 
nobody’s spechal interest to aid them; yet their 
total vote in the first test is a revelation of the 


astonishing growth of the movement. 
It is not a result to dishearten but to inspire the 


women to put forth greater efforts in the contest 
to come. Woman suffrage in New York has been 
delayed but not defeated. 


A PROMISE OF SUCCESS. 

New York Tribune: Woman suffrage has lost 
its first battle in this State. But the first battle 
has generally been lost by the champions of any 
new principle involving a radical change in gov- 

ernment. 

Look over the history of all our great reforms, 
and it will be seen that this latest cause has done 
not ill, but well, in its first test. 

For all who favor the extension of the right to 
vote to women yesterday’s battle will be re- 
garded as a beginning, not an end, a promise, not 
a cause for depression or despair. The very total 


of the vote cast for the amendment will be au in- 
centive to new endeavor. 

There will be no disposition on the part of the 
losers to charge unfair or dishonest methods on 
the part of their opponents or to complain at the 
obvious hostility of the professional politicians. 
Not by the professional politicians, but by the 
voters themselves, was the decision rendered. The 
defeat being square, there is nothing left but to 
resume the battle. 

A good fight has been well fought and lost, but 
campaigns do not depend on first battles, either in 
the great war or in the political combat, and those 
who believe that anything but the election of 1915 
was decided yesterday will find cause to change 
their view before many months. 


TIME TO SLOW UP. 

Indianapolis News: We think that the elec- 
tions further showed that the people are in no 
mood at the present time to make. further political 
experiments. The enormous majorities against 
woman suffrage in Massachusetts, New York and 
Pennsylvania, following the recent hostile vote 
in New Jersey, indicate this, as does the defeat 
of the new Constitution in New York. It would 
be a great mistake to assume that the people have 
suddenly developed a stupidly reactionary spirit, 
but evidently they do wish a breathing spell. We 
have moved rapidly in this country in the last few 
years, and it is quite natural that there should 
be a halt. It may even prove to be the case that 
little new social legislation at the hands of Con- 
gress is needed, at least for a considerable time. 
In the last 20 years there has been a treemndous 
broadening of the functions of government, and 
it will do no harm if we pause a moment to get 
our bearings. 

The reverse for suffrage is, of course, severe. 
The states voting yesterday have a population of 
26,000,000—one-fifth of the population of the coun- 
try. The verdict must be assumed to represent the 
majority opinion of this great constituency. The 
suffrage leaders had no reason to expect—and 
probably they did not expéct—that their cause 
would win in the states on its first presentation. 
The surprising thing is, not that they lost, but 
that the adverse majority was so great. Yet the 
vote for suffrage was, after all, large. There have 
ic New York been big pluralities against certain 
political parties as there was yesterday against 
suffrage—yet they were not finally decisive. Prob- 
ably the result was, as we have said, largely due 
to the feeling of the people that we have gone 
fast enough and far enough in reform legislation.

The Geographical Aspect. 
Turning now to the geographical as- 


It is „ in outline, a 100 
miles b from east to west ang a 
trifle more than 20 miles iong from 
Belgrade to Monastir. It is a country 
with no large cities, wholly agricultur- 
al, a country of small holdings, like 
France, a pure democracy, with no con- 
siderable bourgeoise element and no no- 
bility. ~ 


Its geography, so far as it is interest- 
ing from the military point of view, may 
be set forth simply by comparing the 
country to a long, narrow house, facing 
north upon the Danube. Through this 
house, frqm north to south, runs a wide 
corridor, rather nearer the eastern or 
Bulgarian side, which leads up the Mo- 
rava and down the Vardar valley and 
connects Belgrade with Saloniki, 60 
miles south of the Greek frontier. From 
time immemorial this corridor “has been 
the route of armies and of commerce be- 
tween the Danube and the Aegean. 

The other essential feature, from #& 
military standpoint, is a second corridor 
running at right angles to the first and 
extending from the Bosnian frontier to 
the Bulgarian. The two corridors inter- 
sect near the city of Nish, which in Ro- 
man times was a great imperial city. 
Coming south along the first corridor, 
from Belgrade to Nish, is the main line 
of the Orient railway. At Nish it forks. 
One branch goes east toward Bulgaria, 
and through Bulgaria to Constantinople 
along the eastern half of the Bosnian- 
Bulgar corridor; the other continues 
south along the Serbo-Greek corridor to 
Saloniki. Just north of Nish another 
railroaG goes west along the Bosnian- 
Bulgar corridor to Usszitz, just east of 
tho, Bosnian frontier. Across the fron- 
tler at Vishegrad begins an Austrian 
line leading to Serajevo, where it meets 
the main Austrian railway lines. 

The Military Aspect. 

Now, in a military sense, these two 
corridors, the Serbo-Greek and the 308 
nian-Bulgar, are all that-is of vital im- 
portance to understanding the military 
operations. The purpose of the Austro- 
Germans is to open a road from the 
Danube through Nish te Bulgaria. All 
that is necessary for them to do is to 
push south along the first corridor to 
Nish and then turn east along the sec- 
ond toward Bulgaria. The main object 
of the Bulgars is to push west along the 
Bulgar-Bésnian corridor until they meet 
the Austro-Germans coming south. 

But the Bulgars have a second purpose 
and a second mission. They desire to 
reconquer Macedonia as soon as possi- 
ble, and to prevent the arrival of Anglo- 
French aid to the Serbs. This aid is 
coming north along the Serbo-Greek 
corridor toward Nish, but is still a long 
way from the city and cannot possibly 
reach the town before it falls to the 
Bulgars. Accordingly, they have struck 
across the mountains from their own 
country and entered the Serbo-Greek 
corridor, half way between Nish and the 
Greek frontier, taken the city of 
Uskub and the town of Kumanovo, 
where the Serbs won their great victory 
over the Turks in the first Balkan war. 


Meantime, an Austrian army, coming 
east from Bosnia, has crossed the Dri- 
na, near Vishegrad and is entering the 
Bulgar-Bosnia corridor, striking for 
Ushitze, the western end of the Nish- 
Ushitze railroad. At the same ti the 
main German force is descend! the 
Serbo-Greek corridor from Belgrade and 
the Danube on a wide front, and has 
taken Uraguivets and is approaching 
the junction of the two corriders just 
north of Nish. 

(Last night’s digpatches from Berlin 
officially announced the capture of Nish 
by the Bulgariang and it is probabie that 
the German and Bulgar armies—if, in- 
deed, they have not done so already— 
effect a junction there as they did sev- 
eral days ago in the northeastern cor- 
ner of Servia in the Ossava district. The 
dispatches also announce the capture 
of Varvasin, on the Morava River, # 
miles northwest of Nish, a further in- 


been encompassed by the wide-spread 
and fast-moving German net.

Now,, to use another figure, the Serv- 
lan forces are in obvious perfil of be- 
ing caught in a huge net, one end of 
which is carried by the Austrians ad- 
vancing from Vishegrad; the other by 
the Bulgars, who have passed Uskub 
and are pushing west to join hands with 
the Austrians. The rest of the net is 
carried by the Germans coming south 
along the Servo-Greek corridor and the 
Bulgars coming west: along the Bos- 
nian-Bulgar corridor. 

Servia’s Read to Safety. 

Laying aside for the moment the pos 
sibility that the allies may be able 
get up in time to check and thro 
back the Bulgars, who are about U 
kub, there is only one road to safety 
left to the Servians, and that is south 
along the valley of the Ibar, which 
comes north into the Bosnia-Bulgar 
corridor from Montenegro. By this bag 
ley the Serbs can, if they retreat

It remains now to consider the al- 
lied intervention. The immediate objec- 
tive of the French trobpa, which were 
landed at Saloniki, was to cover the 
lower end of the Servo-Greek corridor, 
at a point west of Strumni where 
the Bulgar frontier is but 10 miles 
away from the railroad. This seems to 
have been done successfully, and the 
French, reinforced by the British, have 
pushed north along the ad to a 
point a little southwest of the town 
of Istip, which is occupied by Bulgars. 
Roughly speaking, they have govered 
half the distance from the Greek fron- 
tler to Uskub. 

Contrary to the general expectation 
of the non-military observers, this force 
has not yet (Nov. 2) been able to push 
on straight to Uskub, because it has 
been confronted with growing Bulgar 
forces pushing east from _Strumnitza

A second é¢ffect of allied success to 
this limitéd extent would be the de- 
struction of Bulgarian hopes of gaining 
Macedonia. They would, to be sure, 
hold that portion of Servian Macedonia 
east of the Vardar valley, but this 
would be a small reward for their et- 
forts and was offered to them as the 
price of their neutrality by Servia. Con- 
celvably, the failure of Bulgar hopes 
would fan discontent at home and lead 
to & revolt against the Turco-German 
alliance. 

But it is equally necessary to recog- 
nige that the allies may not be able to 
get up in time to join hands with the 
Serbs and the Servians will either be 
enveloped and destroyed or driven west 
into the Montenegrin mountains. This 
would leave the allles to bear the whole 
brunt of an Austro-German-Bulgar 
thrust down the Vardar valley and 
might end in their retreat into Greece.

Within nine miles of Brownsville 
are the battlefields of Resaca de la 
Palma and Palo Alto, while in the 
town, or nearly in the river now, 
is the site of the fort which Major 
Jacob Brown lost his life defend- 
ing, but which he held until Gen. 
‘Taylor arrived. 

Matamoras has a beautiful littte 
opera house. which was for long 
called the finest south of New 
Orleans. It also has a rather 
swagger military plaza, but all the 
rest is dobe and dirt and refuse. 
In military plasa, many Ameri- 
cans have been executed, some with 
justice and some without. Before 
the Civil War United States Con- 
sul Pierce saved the lives of two 
Americans by walking in front of 
the firing squad and throwing the 
American flag over them, and then 
hurrying them off to the Consu)- 
ate. There has. been more than one 
inoursion of United States troops 
into Matamoras, usually with 
wholesome results, but none has 
occurred in recent years. 


come to conventional that it virtu- 


aly was exchanging a degree of im- 
munity for political support. The Mex- 
loans were treated something like chil- 
dren, and indulged in their little vices 
and wickednesses as long as they left 
the Whites“ alone, and voted right each 
election. 

The terms Democrats and Republicans 
are unheard here. The parties are 
Azules and Colorados, or Blues and 
Reds, but in national elections the usual 
Democratic majorities are returned. 

Activities of various reform move- 
ments and independent parties within 
the last two years have resulted in 
greater activity on the part of the 
Sheriff and other officials, with the re- 
sult that certain political leaders were 
sent to prison. This alarmed and en- 
raged their followers, who say thelr im- 
memorial prerogatives were thus 
enatched away, and trouble began to 
brew. 

Up to May, 1913, there had been a 
great deal of public work on irrigation 
canals which were being dug. In that 
month the work was completed and a 
large number of laborers, all Mexicans, 
thrown out of employment. There was 
no other work, Mexico was unable to 
offer anything, and after the manner of 
their kind they settled down in little 
shacks, to subsist in any manner the 
Lord. might provide. Since that time, 
9 per cent of the Mexicans in the dis- 
trict have been short of food. 

The 10,000 hewcomers from the North, 
many from Minnesota and Iowa, knew 
nothing of the Mexican character, and 
these idle, dark men along all water 


courses, alarmed them extremely. When- | 


ever a goat disappeared, the newcomer 
rode into town and sought a warrant. 
The old timers regard such thefts as a 
matter of course. 

An these things are part of the pre- 
paration for the condition which now 
exists. 

When Gen: Funston sent Col. Blockson 
here ae part of the border. patrol, Gen. 
Navarette, Carranza commander in 
Matamoras, grew rather nasty and there 
appeared to be a likelihood that it might 
become necessary to level his barracks. 
Two batteries of artillery were brought 
here, and they are at this moment in 
such position that they could level Mat- 
amoras. Mexieans gazed at this men- 
ace to their brethren and murmured. 


Ine country is alluvial and very flat. 


so Funston sent down two aeroplanes 
to direct the artillery fire. These ma- 
chines never sail near the border. but 
there is a constant rifle fire on them 
from the Mexican side. 

Cattle Thieves Raid Mexico, Too. 

Up the river, in the district lying from 
80 to o miles from Brownsville, there 
was an organization of cattle thieves. 
Their chief method of obtaining a live- 
lihood was stealing cattle in Mexioo, 
swimming them across the river and 
disposing of them on the American side: 
Sometimes they stole cattle on this side 
and drove them away. They had oper- 
ated for 90 years with little hindrance. 

This, then, roughly, was the condition 
of affairs on Aug. 2 last. There had 
been virtually no violence out of the 
ordinary up to that time, 

On that day a rancher named Scrib- 
ner thought he had located the cattle 
thieves and, obtaining a detachment of 
soldiers, took them to the scene. Pri- 
vate MoGuire, on furiough, who was 
ataying at Scribner’s, accompanied the 
party. As they approached the suspect- 
ed house they were fired on and Mo- 
Guire was killed. 

Then the “stuff was off,” as they say 
down here. 

Since that time a condition of affairs 
has existed which at times is nearly a 
reign of terror. Two days after Mo- 
Guire’s death a posse of 17 men, under 
Sheriff Vann, engaged in a fight with 
Mexicans at Paso Heal. Three Mexicans 
were killed. Two days os a man 
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in the woods.

Rockefeller stopped. He had the en- 
tire plan in all its details right at hie 
fingers’ ends, and the manner in which 
he presented it showed not only that he 
knew every phase of it but that he be- 
lieved it. To him this republic of labor 
is a very great thing, and in defense of 
it and of the principle involved he 
shows the assertiveness of a man who 
has found himself, who has faith in 
his own judgment and is going to carry 
his plan through to success.

tageous for labor to associate itself 
into organized, groups for the ad- 
vahcement of its legitimate interests 
as for capital to combine for the same 
object. Such associations of, labor 
manifest themselves in promoting col- 
lective bargaining in an effort to se- 
cure better working conditions, in 
providing machinery whereby griev- 
ances may easily,and without preju- 
dice to the individual be taken up 
ith the management. Sometimes 
they provide benefit features, some 
times they seek to increase wages, 
but whatever their specific purpose, 
so long as it is to promote the well 
being of the employes, having al- 
ways due regard for the just inter- 
ests of the employer and the public, 
leaving every worker free to associate 
himself with such groups or to work 
independently as he may choose—I 
favor them most heartily. 
Combinations of capital are some- 
times conducted in an unworthy man- 
ner. contrary to law and in disregard 
of the interest both of labor and the 
public. Such combinations cannot be too 
strongly condemned nor too vigorously 
dealt with. Although combinations of 
this kind are the exception, such pub- 
licity ig generally given to their un- 
social acts that all combinations of 
capital, however rightly managed or 
broadly beneficent, are thereby brought 
under suspicion. . Likewise, it sometimes 
happens that combinations of labor are 
conducted without just regard for the 
rights of the employer or the public, 
and methods and practices adopted 
which, because unworthy or unlawful, 
are deserving of public censure. 
Favors Putting Welrare Above Profit 
‘Such organizations of labor bring 
discredit and suspicion upon other or- 
ganizations which are legitimate and 
useful, just as is the case with improper 
combination ‘of capital, and they should 
be similarly dealt with. I should be 
the last, however, to allow the occa 
sional failure in the working of the 
principle of the organization of labor 
tc prejudice me against the principle 
itself, for in that principle I strongly 
believe. In the further development of 
the organization of labor and of large 
business, the public interest as well as 
the interest of-labor and capital alike, 
will, it seems to me, be best advanced 
by whatever stimulates every man to 
do the best work of which he is ca- 
pabl¢ by a fuller recognition of the 
common interest of employers and em- 
ployed, and by an earnest effort to dis- 
pel distrust and hatred and to promote 
good will. 
1 believe that the ultimate object of 
all activities in a republic should be 
the development of the manhood of 
its citizens; that such manhood can be 
developed to the fullest degree only un- 
der conditions of freedom for the indi- 
vidual, and that industrial enterprises 
can and should be conducted in accord- 
ance with these principles. I believe that 
a prime consideration in the carrying 
on of industry should be the well-be- 
ing of the men and women engaged in 
it, and that the soundest industrial pol- 


jicy is that which has constantly in 


mind thé welfare of the employes as 
profits, and 
which, when the necessity arises, subor- 
dinates profits to welfare. In order to 
live, the wage earner must sell his 
labor from day to day. Unless he can 
do this, the earnings from that day’s 
labor are gone forever. Capital can de- 
fer its returns temporarily in the ex- 
pectation of future profits, but labor 
cannot. If, therefore, fair wages and 
reasonable living conditions cannot oth- 
erwise be provided, dividends must be 
deferred, or the industry abandoned. I 
believe that a corporation should be 
deemed to consist of its stockholders, 


directors, officers and employes; that 
the real interests of all are one, and 


that neither labor nor capital can per- 
manently prosper unless the just rights 
of both are conserved. 

Longs to Help His Fellowman. 
1 believe that the ultimate object of 
pertaining to industrial relatiofis, the 
public, quite as much as the parties en- 
gaged in industry, is entitled to con- 
fidence and consideration. Industrial re- 
lations should be not less the concern 
of the state as a whole than of individ- 
us engaged in industry. My appre- 
ciation of the conditions surrounding 
wage earners and my sympathy with 
every endeavor to better these condi- 
tions are as strong as those of any 
man. I believe it to be the duty of 
every citizen te do all withfn his power 
to improve the conditions under which 
men work and live. I believe that that 
man renders the greatest social service 
who so co-operates in the organization 
of industry as to afford to the largest 
number of men the greatest opportunity 
for self-development, and thé enjoy- 
ment by every man of those benefits 
which his own work adds to the wealth 
of civilization. 

“If, with the responsibilities I have 
and the opportunities given me, I am 
able to contribute toward promoting the 
well-being of my fellow men, through 
the lessoning of injustice and the alle- 
viation of human suffering, I shall feel 
that it has been possible to realize thé 
highest purpose of my life.“

CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISIONS 

REGARDING MILITARY BODIES 

“The Constitution provides that Con- 
gress may raise and support armies, and 
under that provision the regular stand- 
ing army exists. It likewise provides 
that organized “militia may be main- 
tained tn the different states; that the 
National Government may provide arms 
for this force, may decide upon the na- 
ture and character of its organization, 
and may prescribe the discipline to 
which it must conform. It reserves to 
the respective states the right to gov- 
ern this force, to appoint the officers 
thereof, and to train it. 

In time of peace this force is avall- 
able to the President of the United 
States, under the Constitution, to aid 
in enforcing the laws of the Union, to 
aid m suppressing ineurrections, and in 
repelling invasions. There ig no con- 
stitutional provision which makes this 
force otherwise available to the nation 
in time of war, and therefore no law 
can be passed by Congress making ft so 
available. In order to obtain whatever 
is possible to be obtained in this re- 
spect, the act of Congress concerning 
the raising of volunteers provides that 
such organized regiments of the Na- 
tional Guard as volunteer may be taken 
ever into the service of the United 
States intact and not . as indi- 
viduals. 

It will be seen, eee that 
under the Constitution there is con- 
templated two kinds of military 
torces—one a national ferce raised 
and maintained directly by the acts 
of the National Congress, and the 
other a force raised entirely by the 
States, to be governed, officered and 
trained by them and to be available 
to the national authorities in certain 
specified instances. 

“Tf the determination arrived at 
by those whose knowledge and skill 
experience makes their judgment 
practically conclusive is accepted, we 
should have in this country a forge 
of at least 500,000 men ready for in- 
stant response to a call in the event 
lof war or the imminence of war. It 
is surely not necessary to state the 
many reasons why thig force may 
not be supplied by a regular standing 
army of that number constantly under 
arms. For reasons which have just 
been pointed out it is equally imprac- 
ticable te suggest that this force 
should consist solely of the National 
Guard expanded to that number. 
There is no legal way that the Na- 
tional Guard can, in time of 
be governed, officered, or trained by

RECRUITING BY TERRITORIES 
FOR ‘‘CONTINENTAL’’ ARMY 
It is proposed to supplement the army 
that is constantly under arms by a 
force of 400,000 men raised in incre- 
ments of 133,000 a year, obligated to de- 
vote a specified time to training for a 
peri of three years, and then to be 
on furlough for a period of three years 
without obligation excepting to return 
te the colors in the event of war or the 
imminence thereof. For the purpose 
of convenience this force has been des- 
ignated the continental army. It is pro- 


posed to recruit it territorially according 


to population; to have it subjected to 
short periods of intensive training; and 
In addition to what, officers may be 
developed from its own operations, to 
obtain officers for it from those who 
have served in the national guard, those 
who have served in the United States 
army and are no longer upon its active 
list, and those who, by training ac- 
quired in colleges and schools or in 
cther ways, have become equipped with 
sufficient military information and e. 
perience to make them available. 

It is the purpose to have the mem- 
Dership of this force assembled at con- 


| venient places and have there such por- 


tions of the regular army to assist in 
their training as are desirable and to 
obtain all the benefit which can be ob- 
tained from intensive training over such 
a period of time as is possible. For 
the purposes of the necessary figuring 
upon costs, etc., as well as for mili- 
tary reasons, the period proposed is two 
months. It is recognized, however, that 
with respect to this period of training 
and other features of the plan a final 
wise determination can only be reached 
after the fullest interchange of views 
between those who collectively repre- 
sent the wisdom, experience and knowl- 
edge to determine these matters prop- 
erly. 

“With respect to the national guard. 
it is proposed not only to continue the 
existing assistance rendered by the Fed- 
eral Government, but to increase it. In 
the references previously made to the 
national.guard the relationship of that 
body to the military system of the coun- 
try was stated. With the existing co- 
operation of the Federal Government 
and the earnest efforts of the member-

Marked by Pictur- 
esque Ceremony in Japan’s 
Oldtime Capital.

City. Too Small to Accommodate 
Throng of Diplomats and 
Distinguished Visitors. 


KIOTO, Japan, Nov. T.— Amid plaudits 
and cheers Emperor Yoshihito made his 
state entry today into Kioto, the ancient 
capital of the empire. Here on Wednes- 
day next will be held the first great 
coronation ceremony. 

The imperial train conveying the im- 
perial sanctuary, and the Emperor and 
the whole court arrived here from Na- 
goya, where a night was spent. The city 
was beautifully decorated. Never be- 
fore was witnessed such a magnificent 
display of enthusiasm and life in the 
ancient capital. The people af all classes 

gave vent to their joy and happiness 
at the state entry and return, though 
temporary, of the court, and the arrival 
of the occasion of the long-looked-for 
coronation ceremony. 


Crowds in Streets. 

The grounds around the station com- 
pound and the streets along the route 
of the imperial procession were pro- 
fusely decorated and were thronged 
with citizens eager to worship the im- 
perial sanctuary and welcome the im- 
perial cortege. 

On the station platform were present 
a number of peers residing in Kioto, 
high prefectural and municipal officials 
and military officers, representatives of 
various administrative and business cor- 
porations and prominent citizens who 
accorded hearty welcome to the im- 
perial party. 

The imperial sanctuary and the im- 
perial cortege arrived at the station 
amid the impressive strains of the 
Kimigayo, or national anthem, and 
salutes were fired by artillery in the 
neighboring park. 


Villagers Carry Embiema. 
The sacred emblems of sovereignty 


were slowly borne on the shoulders 
of villagers. Then, with the Emperor 
just behind and his suite directly 
after him, the procession proceeded 
to the imperial palace through streets 
lined by troops and people. 


The imperial sanctuary was taken 
to the Shunkoden hal especially 


erected as the site for the reception 
of the “sanctum sanctofum” in the 
compound of the Kioto palace. The 
route of the cortege led through @ 
great green arch erected by the mu- 
nicipality. 

The repose of the imperial shrine 
consisting of the sacred mirror was 
celebrated with an impressive relig- 
lous ceremony conducted by the court 
ritualists in the presence of the coro- 


‘ftnation commissioners. 


The ritualists made offerings be- 
fore the altar, the chief ritualist read- 
ing Shinto prayers. Then followed 
the worship by the Emperor and Em- 
press, who were represented in this 
case by chamberlains and also wor- 
ship by the members of the * 
family. 

In observance of the coronation the 
city of Kioto presented the Emperor 
with picture books containing. the 
works of 38 contemporary artists, a 
cushion designed by Sekka Kamisaka, 
and a flower vase made at the Pre- 
fectural Ceramic Institute. 

The city also presented to the Em- 
press a gold lacquered box, two rolls 
of fine brocade with patterns of pine 
trees and phenix and five rolls of 
white silk damask with patterns of 
chrysanthemum flowers (the imperial 
crest) embroidered in deep blue. 


Program of Coronation. 
The program of the coronation is lonz 


and indicates that various rites or cere- 
monies will be held up to the last day 
cf the month. 

Two of the three chief ceremonies will 
be held on Wednesday at the Kioto 
Palace. The first will begin at 10 o'clock 
in the morning and is really an ancestor 
worship ceremony. The Emperor an 
nounces his ascension to the throne be- 
fore the ‘“‘Kashikodokoro” er Divine 
Mirror, and informs the spirits of his 
ancestral gods that he has taken pos- 
session of the Three Sacred Treasures 
which represent the sovereignty and 
sanctity of the imperial house. 

The second great ceremony will begin 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon of the samo 
dey.

Sun. The beginning of his journey was 
marked with scenes of unusual splendor 
and by the struggles of great crowds to 
see their ruler. . 

The monarch was to have beer ac- 
companied by Empress Sadako, but the 
nearness of the period when Her Maj- 
esty is expected to give birth to an- 
other heir prevented her from partici. 
pating in the ceremonies... 

As the Emperor emerged from the 
palace he was greeted: by 200,000 school 
children who paid silent homage to the 
ruler. There was no cheering, the au- 
thorities bearing in mind the accident 
which happened to King George recent- 
ly on the western war front, when his 
horse was frightened. by the cheers of 
the soldiers and threw him. 

Soldiers and bluejackets were drawn 
up in the streets 10 lines deep. 

American and other foreigners viewed 
the procession from a.reserved section, 
waiting two hours before the Emperor 
appeared. 

The imperial carriage was preceded 
to the railroad station by the kashiko- 
dokoro, or Divine Mirror, which. rep- 
resents the spirt of the grand imperial 
ancestress, or Sun Goddess, Amaterasu 
Omikami. This was accompanied by 
the two other sacred treasures which 
symbolize the sanctity and power of the 
throne of Nippon, the sacred sword 
and the sacred jewel,

The royal car was designed by Sa- 
wa be Seigoro. It was a combination of 
sturdy construction and exquisite and 
delicate workmanship and decoration. 
The car was divided into seven com- 
partments, connected by a long corri- 
dor, with the compartment for the use 
of the Emperor and Empress situated 
in the menter. It was of Japanese style 
of the Fujiwara era, the ceiling being 
composed of multitudinous tiny panels 
of polished teak cunningly and beauti- 
fully laid and draped with rare silk 
brocade, and the design is the stork 
and butterflies. The walls were hung 
with rare tapestry embroidered with 
the mythological phoenix. Four beau- 
tiful panels depicted the seasons. The 
floor was covered with a specially 
woven carpet of silk velvet. 

There were two arm chairs for their 
majesties, upholstered in especially de- 
signed brocade, one small table for thé 
imperial seal and another upon whica 
reposed the imperial saber. 

There were two dressing rooms, in- 
tended for the Emperor and his con- 
sort. The doors leading to these rooms 
were decorated with rich embroidery, 
the lower panels consisting of Japanese 
lacquer of the most refined workman- 
ship and skill. The walls were covered 
with silk tupestry, and the clasps and 
hinges were of gold. 

The car in which reposed the imperial 
sanctuary had six compartments, one 
for the sanctuary itself, one for the 
soldiers of the imperial guard, one for 
the ladies in waiting of the court and 
three for the priests of the imperial 
household, the sanctuary compartment 
being in the center. 

Seat of the Holy Shrine. 

All the skill of the Japanese imperial 
workmen was devoted to attaining an 
ensemble which would above all ex- 
press solemnity and sacredness. The 
seat of the holy shrine was built in the 
form of an altar, with steps leading 
thereto. The material of construction in 
this holy compartment was pure white 
wood, natural in color. Several other 
rooms for the priests were made of the 
same natural wood. 

The dining room for the Emperor and 
attendants was of sumptuous construc- 
tion. The walls were decorated with 
raised flowers made of lacquer with 
panels of mulberry wood.

To do full justice to this comparison of 
Skill between the old and new imperial 
capitals, Isoya chose the most gifted 
10 ef the Tokio Academy graduates to 
assist him in the work, which was com- 
pleted last March in his private studio. 
The Empress’ carriage comprised four 
compartments, that is, a sitting cham- 
ber, a dressing room and two compart- 
ments for the court ladies. The interior 
was lacquered in dull color, while the 
raised work displayed classical designs 
of the Fujiwara period. Above the 
throne on either side mother of pearl 
was inlaid, while all the doors of the 
rooms bore the wistaria on orange- 
colored background, to indicate the 
Fujiwara origin of the House of Kujo, 
to which the Empress belongs. 

With cloisonne ramma over the lintel 
and Nishijin brocade bordering the wall, 
the artistic effect of the entire com- 
bination suggested feminine grace, clas- 
sical dignity and a tinge of Buropean 
influence in ‘color and design. 

All the cars bore the imperial crest 
worked in gold. 

Precautions for Safety. 

The Imperial Household Guard Divi- 
sion of the army was to attend the 
ceremonies at Kioto as guard of honor. 
Practically the whole division, consist- 
ing of 8000 officers and men and 200 
horses, were entrained for the ancient 
capital. The transportation of this 
force required 20 trains each of 10 cars. 
Extraordinary precautions have been 
taken to insure safety of travel between 
Tokio and Kioto. 

As one testimony of his thoughtful- 
ness and veneration of the aged among 
his people, Emperor Yoshihito has inau- 
gurated his coronation ceremonies by 
presenting 300,000 wine cups to the aged 
men throughout the empire, minimum 
age for eligibility to the honor being 
fixed at 8 years. The cups are of ar- 
tistic lacquered work and dear gold 
characters meaning Peace to the 
Aged” and “Commemorative Imperial 
Present, 1915." To those above 90 will 
be granted a special get of cups, slight- 
ly larger than the others. 

The members of the Diplomatic Corps 
who will attend the great ceremonies 
at Kloto as the guests of the court will 
leave Tokio for the ancient capital on 
Monday, in a special train, the cars 
having been built for the occasion. They 
will be received.in audience on Tues- 
day by the Emperor at Kioto.

Public health work in America began 
early in the eighteenth century with the

| Boylston, and has achieved world-wide 


renown early in the twentieth century 
with the scientific sanitation of the 
tropical Isthmus of Panama by Gorgas. 

Up to 1886, preventive medicine, chiefly 
in the form of vaccination, was the 
principal weapon for the promotion of 
the public health, and a long step for- 
ward was taken when in that year, 
with the reorganization of the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Health, sani- 
tary engineering became a recognized 


Hand indispensable branch of public 


health science. 

Since that time preventive sanitation, 
and particularly the sanitation of towns 
and cities in respect to water supplies, 
ice supplies, sewerage, garbage disposal, 
street cleaning, the heating and ventile 
tion of public buildings, the smoke nui- 
sance, and other environmental factors 
ot public health or illhealth, har eome 
to receive close attention and treat- 
ment. 

In the further development of medi- 
cine and preventive sanitation, public 
health laboratories for the quick deteo- 
tion of dangerous infections have rapid- 
ly been installed almost everywhere in 
the more progressive American cities

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NW the following authoritative article Prof. William 7. Sedgwick traces 
the growth of the public health movement in the United States since 
its beginning in the eighteenth century, records its great accomplish- 

ments and points out the great objects that yet remain to de attained. 
Prof. Sedgwick was born at Hartford, Conn,. in 1855. He graduated from 
the Sheffield Scientific School (Yale) in 1877 and four years later took his 
Ph. D. at Johns Hopkins. His best known work is “Principles of Sanitary 
Science and Public .Health,” which has been translated into many lan- 
guages. He is Professor of Btolopy and Public Health at the Massa- 


tary supervision of schools and school 
buildings. l 

We have invented and put within the 
reach of all but the very poor the most 
complete, salubrious and convenient 
heating and ventilating appliances in 
the world, for hauses, theaters, halls, 
hotels.and workshops. 2 

We have made ice—once a luxury for 
Kings and Emperors—a universal solace 
for all classes in hot weather. 

We have perfected and extended enor- 
mously the preservation of foods by cold 
and by canning, so that seasonal food 
scartity is almost unknown. 

We have invented and chespened rub- 
ber clothing, and especially rubber over- 
shoes, as a protection against our al- 
most tropical rains. ‘ 

We have applied machinery to the 
manufacture of abundant and better 
and cheaper shoes and clothing. 

We have proved by experiment with a 
national spitting nuisance the possibil- 
ity of sometimes controlling unsanitary 
habits by education and reasonable san- 
itary ordinances. 

What Remains to Be Done. 

And yet on the other hand, we have 
thus far failed to achieve many much- 
needed sanitary improvements. Our wa- 
ter supplies, it is true, are to a large 
extent either in good condition or on the 
way to improvement, but our sewage 
disposal systems are still in many cases 
far from satisfactory. In this respect 
the.parallel between the individual and 
the community is close, for while many 
intelligent people attend carefully to the 
water they drink, most are comparative- 


ly careless about that frequent and res- 


ular and complete output of the body 
wastes which is no less necessary for 
the conservation of health than is the 
intake of wholesome food and drink. 

The most flagrant failure in American 
sanitation today is the almost universal 
lack of public convenience or comfort 
stations in American cities and towns. 
The stranger within the gates of most 
American communities seeks in vain for 
any public sanitary conveniences. 
is well dressed he must be referred to 
hotels or other semi-public buildings; or, 
if. poorly dressed, to saloons or railroad 
stations or other semi-private or public 
service places. 

We have also fafled to reduce typhoid 
fever as far as we should have done in 
America. Of late much progress has 
been made in the right direction, but we 
need to remember that it is the last step 
that arrives, and we have always failed 
to attend closely enough to the single, 
as well as to the seemingly final case. 
Like nature, we are ofttimes 280 care- 
less of the single life, so careful of the 
race.“ 

We have falled likewise to reduce as 
far as we should have done American 
infant mortality, Here undoubtedly our 
hot weather works against us, but so 
also do our milk supply, which can be 
and ought to be rendered safe by pas- 
teurization, and our parental ignorance 
and incompetence, which can and should 
be lessened by education and the aid of 
public health nurses. 

Raw Milk the Worst Health Fatlute. 

We have as yet, in spite of ample 
knowledge, failed to make our Amer- 
ican milk supplies what they should 
be. Thie is partly because We have 
been too timid to insist that good 
milk not only costs more to make 
but is worth more for food, and must 
therefore be paid for; and partly be- 
cause we have not yet taught the 
public as we should that the only 
safe milk is cooked milk, and for in- 
fants, milk that is pasteurized— 
preferably in the final container. 

I have myself lived through the 
last years of the period—now happily 
remote—when no milk was pasteur- 
ized by anybody; through the next 
‘in which only pioneers like Nathan 
Straus preached or practised pas- 
teurization, while many, if not most. 
physicians, deprecated the practice; 
through the one following, in which 
the scales began to turn in favor of 
pasteurization; and into the present 
when almost no one fully informed 
on the subject actively opposes pas- 


| teurization. And yet, even today, some 


physicians are short-sighted enough 
to tolerate if not to recommend the 
general use of raw milk, which still 
constitutes the great bulk of the 
milk used by infants and adults all 
over the land. Such use of raw milk 
we must count & long as it lasts 
one of our worst public health fail- 
ures. 
Climate and “Americanitis.” 

We have also failed thus far to 
[av proper attention to our American 
climate, which has been well de- 
scribed by a popular writer as “po- 
laretropic.” Placed as we of the 


United States are on the latitude of | 


Southern Europe, Persia, and the 
northern parts of Africa and 
Arabia, we are exposed alike 
to the stimulating and danger- 
ous sunburn of the South and 
the cold dry winds driving down 
upon us from the continental area 
of Canada and the high North. In 
this fact perhaps we shall some day 
find one of the principal causes of 
that eager, strenuous, often nervous 
and sometimes excited, condition 
which we may call “Americanitis.” 

rural and industrial hygiene and sani- 
tation. With vast regions given over 
to rural life, and with other regions 
called industrial, small in area, but 
teeming with life and noise, we have 
an yet only touched the surface of the 
public health problems involved. The 
same is even more true of the problems 
cf alcoholism and nameless diseases. 
Here we shall probably learn by com- 
parison with the spitting evil it is easier 
to Overcome Rabit than to conquer ap- 
petite, and we must be prepared for de- 
lays and disappointments yet without 


giving up hope. 


Some streets of most American cities 
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ere often disgracefully dirty and un- 
dy. Various forms of dirt, dust, pa- 
vers, fruit skins, old hats, abandoned 
umbrellas, discarded shoes and the like 
are too often seen lying about our 
streets, Yet these same streets are the 
principal playgrounds of the poor, and 
ought for every reason to be kept scru- 
pulously clean. We have devised excel- 
lent apparatus for heating and ventilat- 
ing halls and houses in our polar win- 
ters, but have neglected the almost 
equally important problem of cooling 
inhabitations and public buildings in 


our tropical summers. 


We have not done all we might do for 
the prevention of blindness, of tubercu- 
losis or of cancer. Our vital statistics 
are not yet either complete ‘or trust- 
worthy; our health boards are too often 
loaded up with political refugees, poll- 
tical doctors, and ignorant or incompet- 
ent laymen. Our health officers are 
frequently uptrained, ill-paid, or only 
part-time employees of a no-time board. 

But above all I must put our almost 
complete neglect of preventive personal 
hygiene. From 1720 to 188 we had t- 
tle to show in public health work be- 
yond vaccination for smallpox—the fun- 
damental procedure of preventive med- 
icine. To this, which has since ex- 
panded immensely in various directions, 
we have added preventive sanitatfon, by 
which I mean the purification of water 
and sewage and milk, the gontrol of 
mosquitoes, to guard against malaria 
and yellow fever, improved housing, 
and many other fundamentals of a san- 
itary environment. 

But we have not yet even begun to 
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It may seem to some as . under

cfforts for its conservation through hy 
giene and sanitation must be of little 
moment. But it is not so. “After the 
clouds the sun;” and we believe that 
after the present bloody conflicts are 
ended—and may that time quickly come 
the races of mankind will turn, as 
never before, and with new longing, te 
the nobler pursuits of life, Hberty, 
health and happiness. 

When that better day dawns the eter- 
nal principles underlying the conserva- 
tion and promotion of normal life and 
health will once more move and quick- } 
en the nations as sunshine warms and 
quickens the earth after storm. Mean- 
time, we must make ready for active 
and intelligent dealing with the thou- 
sand new and pressing problems which 
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the present conflicts are certain to 
bring before us, and to this task turn 
with cheerful courage.

Tracy Richardson, Eyesight Im- 
pared by German Gas Bombs, 
Returns to Lamar: 


By a Staff ent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


LAMAR, Mo., Nov. 6. The homecom- 
ing of Tracy Richardson, soldier of 
fortune, and a participant in part of 
the battle of Ypres, not to mention 
several South American campaigns, 
breught joy to an anxious, gray-haired 
mother in the modest little home at 
Lamar last Thursday. His arrival was 
a surprise, as he was not expected for 
geveral days. Richardson, who is 2 
years old, received an honorable dis- 
charge from the British army several 
weeks ago because of wounds received 
in service. He received three shrapnel 
wounds May 4 while in action as an 
operator of a machine gun with Prin- 
cess Patricia’s Canadian regiment, of 
which he was a member. 

This is not the first taste of fighting 
Richardson has had. He has seen serv- 
ice in Nicaragua, Honduras and Mex- 
ico, having reached the rank of Colo- 
nel in the Mexican forces. While in 
Mexico he was three times sentenced. 
to be shot—once as a spy, and as often 
escaped. He started upon his adven- 
turous career five years ago, when 
throat and lung trouble forced him to 
live an outdoor life. As a soldier’s life 
had always appealed to him, he bid 
his mother good-by, sailed for Nicar- 
agug and became a revolutionist. 

Enlists in Canada. 

At the outbreak of the European war 
Tracy endeavored to view the war as 
a newspaper correspondent, but failed to 
get to England. He next went to the 
recruiting office at Ottawa, Canada, 
and was accepted for enlistment in 
Princess Patricia’s Regiment. The regi- 
ment, with full enlisted strength of 1220 
men, sailed Sept. 30, 1914. They were 
assigned to duty in Flanders, and from 
there moved into the Ypres region. At 
present it is said only 35 members are 
alive. 

In the Battle of Ypres, on May 4 to 8, 
Princess Patricia’s Regiment, though 
fearfully decimated, covered itself with 
glory. It occupied an exposed position 
and at one time was almost surrounded 
by the enemy. The Germans, by a flank 
movement, endeavored to cut the regi- 
ment off from the main body. The men 
were surrounded on three sides and par- 
tially in their rear. Only desperate 
fighting saved the day. 

The action, which took place just 
west of the little town of Ypres, began 
May 8 with a retreat under the cover 
of darkness by the Canadians to a sec- 
ond line of entrenchments. At day- 
break the Germans discovered the move. 
ment, and swarmed up the far side o: 
a ridge about 300 yards distant. Shortly 
hefore 8 o’clock a strong German at- 
tack was repulsed with serious loss 
A heavy bombardment was maintained 
until nightfall, when the Princess Pa 
tricia’s Regiment was relieved by the 


King’s Shropshire Light Infantry. At! 


this moment the Germans charged. 
Their losses were terrific. 

Richardson declined to gtve details 
of his experiences. His mother. how- 
over, gave a Post-Dispatch reporter 
letters sent to her when he was at the 
front, which describe some of his ex- 
periences. One says: 

“I was first wounded in the back 
about 8 o’clock in the morning of May 
4, but thought nothing much about it 
until the wound got stiff. The second 
wound came at noon and the third, 
through the leg about 4 p. m. We were 
ma very exposed position, where our 
stretcher bearers could not get to our 
wounded. I had need of my knowl- 
edge of first aid, for our losses were 
heavy and the same shell that gave me 
my last wound destroyed our gun. I 
and the only other man left of the 
crew retreated down the trench to an- 
other gun, and from there I took ad- 
vantage of the slackening fire to go to 
the rear to a dugout where our 
dressing station was iocated, 1 was cer- 
tainly a sight, my coat ripped down the 
back, one pant ieg ripped open, all cov- 
ered with powder grime, blood and mud. 
I felt as Dante must have on his return 
from hell. That night I walked to a 
field station 200 yards in the rear, 
where I played out. In the morning 1 
and a companion, alse wounded, walked 
four miles into Ypres, where we were 
sent in a motor ambulance to the hospi- 
tal at Rouen.“ 

Afterward, Richardson was trans- 
ferred to a hospital at Manchester, En- 
gland.

taken by fresh men who have been 

trained and equipped behind the armies 

and who in the meantime may be called 

“the nation’s reserve of man power.“ 
What the Reserve Is. 

This reserve is equivalent to all that 
voung manhood of the nation which can 
be spared from work necessary to the 
munitioning and equipment of the army 
and to the economic maintenance of the | 
State. 

When we-talk of a “decline in the ef- 
fectives” of any armyewe mean that 
because for one reason or another, 
the reserve of man power behind the 
armies is giving out, either the units 
have got to be put onto a lower estab- 
lishment, that is, battalions of a thou- 
sand men are to be regarded in future 
as only 750 men or whole units are elim- 
inated in order to keep up the stand- 
ard of others. The latter expedient is 
obviously the more clumsy and the for- 
mer is commonly followed. 

The limits of a nation’s reserves de- 
pend exactly upon the military task im- 
posed upon it by others or ambitiously 
Chosen of its own accord. 

Now in the present war the Teutonic 
alliance, partly of its own choice and 
partly from the necessity of repelling 
the threat of invasion in certain quar- 
ters, mainly because of the political re- 
sults it expects, has undertaken the 
holding and even the extension of cer- 
tain fronts which involve a very heavy 
expenditure of men. 

The Teutons have over 500 miles to 
hold in the west. They have a line to 
hold in the east which is generally put 
down at 800, but which, in all its convo- 
Ivtions, is nearer 900. They have just 
opened a.new line in the southeast of 
about 200. 


Holding 1500-Mile Front. 

They are, at.any rate, actually hold- 
ing well over 1500 miles. Their rate of 
wastage is quite out of proportion to 
the experience of past wars, with this 
exception, that the wastage from sick- 
ness (an amount we can only esti- 
mate and on which we have no exact 
figures) is less than it used to be. 

We know from ample intelligence 
supplied to the bureau of the allies 
what the rate of wastage is. The Teu- 
tons have to find about 1,000,000 new 
men every two months. There is no 
doubt a certain discrepancy between 
drafts and total permanent losses, 
the latter being the gmalier figure 
amounting to about four-fifths.

Crowd at Liverpool Dock in 

Demonstration Against Able- 
By Associated Press. 

LIVERPOOL, Nov.. 6.—Nine hundred 
Irishmen were prevented from sailing 
for New York today on the Cunard 
line steamship Saxonia. Cunard com- 
pany officials declined to take them 
aboard the liner after there had been 
several stormy encounters with street 


crowds which took the view that 
a e-bodied men should not be per- 
mitted to evade liability to military 
service in this manner. 

The arrival of the Irish men in LIV. 
erpool drew a crowd outside the 
steamship offices. Two Irishmen were 
knocked down by women. Others 
were set upon and decorated with 
white feathers. 

Ignoring cries of “Coward!” and 
“Traitors!” and refusing to listen to 
a recruiting sergeant, the Irishmen 
marched to the dock. There the Sax- 
onia’s firemen, catchigg the spirit of 
tho crowd, informed the steamship 
company that they would ‘not leavs 
with the ship if the Irishmen were 
permitted to sail. 

Officials of the company, after a 
brief meeting, upheld the firemen and 
refused permission to sail to all Brit- 
ish of military age. 

About 200 Irishmen eligible for mili- 
tary service, sailed for New York from 
Glasgow today on the Anchor Line 
steamer California. Many youths of 
military age, fearing conscription, are 
reported to be seeking passports in Lon- 
don to leave the country.

Disappearance of the Rev. Fer- 
rer Martyn and Negress Re- 
veals Strange History. 
FATHER A PASTOR ALSO 
Elder Martyn Well Known Here 


as Minister of Pilgrim Church 
and Author. 


The surprising story of a white man, 
of exceptional parentage and conspicu- 
ous talents, who has chosen to be con- 
sidered a negro, became known yester- 
day, with the announcement that the 
police had been asked to look for 
the Rev. Ferrer F. Martyn, pastor of 
the First Negro Baptist Church, 
Fourteenth street and Clark avenue. 


Martyn left St. Louis three weeks 
ago, the police have been informed, 
and at the same time the disappearance 
of Vera Davis, 19 years old, a pupil of 
the Sumner Negro High School, was 
reported by her mother, Mrs. Sequenia 
Davis of 1004a Leffingwell avenue, The 
girl was a singer in the First Baptist 
choir. The mother was referred by 
the police to the Federal authorities. 

A réport reached Police Headquarters 
yesterday that Martyn had been ar- 
rested in New York, or in Yorkers, N. 
T., and that the negro girl was with 
him. Inquiry in New York, Yonkers 
and surrounding places by Post-Dis- 
patch correspondents failed to verify 
this report. 

Father Was Well Known. 

Ferrer Martyn is the son of the Rev. 
W. Carlos Martyn, who was pastor of 
Pilgrim Congregational Church, then at 
Washington and Ewing avenues, from 
1869 to 1871. Pilgrim Church was then, 
as it still is, one of the leading white 
congregations of St. Louis. The old 
Pilgrim Church edifice is now occupied 
by a negro Baptist congregation, and 
Ferrer Martyn, posing aß a negro, has 
more than once spoken from the same 
rulpit where his father spoke as a white 
minister.

Iv known as a preacher and an author, 
“and his book, Wendell .Phillips, the

ENGLAND CONSCRIPTION IS 
MEASURE [0 BE SHUNNED 


Noted Kuthor, After Visit to Trenches, Urges 
Nation Not to Send More Men Than 
Can Be Fed and Munitioned.

Halving-of-Income Proposal. 

M. Montagu’s remedy for the inevita- 
bly approaching crisis was that every 
| citizen should set aside half of his in- 
come for the national use. This was the 
best Mr. Maptagu could do. And it 
was exceedingly futile. For the major- 
ity of citizens the total of their income 
is the total of their expenditure. At 
least half of them could not live and 
maintain their physical efficiency on 
less than their present expenditure. 

As regards the rest, what would the 
reduction of expenditure by one-half 
mean? It would mean, among other 
things, teking a very much smaller 
house or flat, with a fat time for fur- 
piture removers and a rapid dearth of 
small houses and flats. This phenome- 
non has already occurred to a certain 
extent in London. 

Citizens will economize a little, and 
taxation can force them to economize a 
dot more, but no conceivable device will 
force them to economize in a degree at 
all commensurate with the need so long 
as the British fleet exists, and this 
island is secure. That is quite certain. 

Thus, there is no remedy for the 
catastrophic evil. The best we can hope 
for is to palliate it, and by so doing, 
endure longer than Germany. 

According to calculations, a soldier 
costs the State about $665 a year on the 
average, and an industrial worker pro- 
duces $500 of goods or service a year 
on the average. Thus, if 85,000 recruits 
are obtained weekly, the national bal- 
ance is robbed of $45,750,000 weekly. It 
is now admitted that with a population 
of K. 000, 000 we are maintaining an army 
of 3,000,000 of our own soldiers, and (by 
our supplies) 3,000,000 allied soldiers ag 
well. No other nation is doing as much 
in proportion to population. The war 18 
costing Germany, with a population of 
70,000,000, $20,000,000 a day, or 28 cents a 
day for every inhabitant. It is costing 
us, With a population of 45,000,000, 828. 
000, 000 a day, or 56 cents a head. Our 


spending $25,000,000 a day on the war. 
We are paying out of taxation less 
than $5,000,000 a day toward the war. 
this state of affairs might continue al- 
most indefinitely if (1) our confidence 
in victory remained absolutely unim- 
paired and (2) the State was getting 
all the required goods from its own 
citizens. But the state is not getting 
ail the required goods from its own 
citizens. But the State Is not getting 
goods in immense quantities from for- 
eign countries, and chiefly from 
America. These goods have to be paid 
for. If they are not paid for the sup- 
ply will cease and there will be a 
financial catastrophe. 

How are they to be paid for? Ul- 
timately they can only be paid for by 
our exports. They are not being paid 
for by our exports. In the first half 
of this year (and since then things 
have assuredly not improved) imports 
had increased by $265,000,000, or 14 
per cent, and exports had decreased 
by $360,000,000, or 28 per cent. 

Growth of Imports. 

In the first half of 1914 we import 
ed $360,000,000 worth of food alone. 
In the first half of 1915 we imported 
$545.000,000 worth—an increase of 
$185,000,000. It is plain that we are 
more than ever dependent, and chiefly 
on America, for the mere continuance 
of life. ( 

If the first half of the year is any 
guide, there will be an excess of im- 
ports over exports of $2,000,000,000 on 
the year. 

The account has been squared part- 
ly by the sale to Americans of securi- 
ties. A prominent firm of Anglo- 
American bankers puts the transfers 
of securities to America since the 
opening of war at $1,000,000,000 on 
balance. 

This way of squaring cannot go on 
for long, and is now almost at an 
end. We have just borrowed from 
America another half billion. But the 
account has not been fully squared, 
as is proved by the tremendous de- 
preciation. 

It will be less and less squared as time 
passes. The new loan, large as it tis, 
has not improved the value of the pound 
sterling in America. a pound was worth 
$4.68 five weeks ago, and it is worth 
$4.64 today. Our debt to America is 
steadily and rapidly increasing. 

Danger in Bank Act Suspension. 

Such securities owned by us as Amer- 
ioa has a fancy for; America has al- 
ready in the main bought, and the rest 
of our capital is useless for the purpose 
of paying debts to her. Could we not 
raise another loan in America? We 
might, but it is extremely doubtfuls We 
wanted and tried for $1,000,000,000 then 
for $750,000,000, then we asked for $700,000- 
000 and we finally got 6500, 000 000. Our 
available gold is relatively a trifle. Last 
week the Bank of Hngland had under 
$300,000,000 in stock. And in order to 
part with that it would be necessary to 
suspend the bank act, an operation 
which would send prices flying. 

As things are, we know what our pa- 
per is worth, because all of us who hold 
it can go to the Bank of England and 
exchange it for a fixed quantity of gold. 
If you suspend the bank act, you remove 
this privilege and bulwark; the conse- 
quences would be ghastly; they would 
about equal the capture of Paris by the 
Germans. 

Conclusion: The tuation is very 
grave. All that can be done is to make 
every effort to keep imports as low as 
possible and to increase exports to the 
utmost of our power. 

And the way to do this is to reduce 
the consumption of imports by the 
strictest economy, to work our hardest 
industrially, and to set free both labor 
and savings for the benefit of the coun- 
try.

Military Necessities, 

If it be urged, as it everlastingly is 
urged, that military necessity must dom- 
inate everything, I agree. But military 
necessity is a large and comprehensive 
term. Our first military necessity is a 
national civilian determination not to 
make peace until the objects of war 
have been attained. Without this all 
else is useless. 


Our second military necessity is mu- 
nitions for the allie armies and food 
and other necessaries of life for Brit- 
ish ¢ivilians, 

It is utterly certain from the figures 
that in so far as you now increase the 
army, either you will decrease muni- 
tions or you will decrease food and 
other necessaries for civilians (by de- 
creasing the power to pay for them), or 
both. And incidentally you will court 
a financial panic. 

Prices will rise more and more quick- 
ly until they reach a point which en- 
tails actual privation and acute incon- 
venience. Then thé national volition to 
win will be impaired; peace will be de- 
sired; and the bottom will inevitably 
fall out of the whole military machine, 
for the bottom is moral 

The essential character of the war 
after 14 months is plain. It is a war 
of obstinacy. It is a war of sticking 
to it. It is not, and will not be, a war 
of smashing and decisive victories in 
the field. 

Quite probably food prices will end the 
war. Quite probably the grand strate- 
ey is to keep our prices lower than 
Germanys. 

Anyhow, if you overthrow our finan-

SAY GERMANS, PLAN 
ALONG STRUGGLE 


Post-Dispatch Berlin Correspon- 
dent Sees No Signs or Col- 
lapse Within Iron Ring.

BERLIN, via Amsterdam and Lon- 
don, Nov. 6.—As viewed from the in- 
side of the iron ring around the cen- 
tral Powers, peace seems remote. 

I have just visited Berlin, Vienna 
and Budapest and found no signs of 
an early collapse in Germany or Aus- 
tria-Hungary, militarily, commercial- 
ly or economically, as seems to be the 
impression abroad. I found no indi- 
cations in the high places or in the 
parliamentary circles in any of the 
three capitals that might tend to jus- 
tify the optimistic belief in some 
circles abroad and within the iron 
ring that peace is upon the horizon. 

On the contrary, I saw and heard 
much pointing to preparations on the 
part of the central Powers for a long 
continued struggle. 

In all three capitals I talked with 
personages who are in a position to 
know and whe will have much to do 
with making peace, as well as with the 
leading parliamentarians who would be 
drawn into conference on the subject. 
“No peace in sight,” I was told in 
nearly all places. In one or two places 
decided optimism prevailed, men even 
wanted to lay wagers that there would 
be ar. armistice by Christmas and peace 
by Easter, but there were no tangible 
grounds for such optimism. So far as 
I could see it was based rather on the 
attacks on the Government in England, 
the failure of the allies’ Western offen- 
sive, the failure of the Italian offen- 
sive, the French Cabinet crisis, the suc- 
cess of the Servian campaign and the 
apparent confusion within the allies’ 
camp, than on any concrete basis. 

People Desirous of Peace. 

In the main, however, there are few 
illusions anywheré, and far-sighted 
preparations to keep up the war indefi- 
nitely were manifest in various ways 
which, for obvious reasons, I cannot 
mention. 

There is very naturally a growing and 
healthy desire for peace among the 
peoples, but no disposition is manifest, 
because of this desire, to sacrifice any- 
thing toward peace except upon what 
the central Powers regard as reasonable 
conditions and guarantees. It is con- 
tended that any desire for peace on the 
part of the peoples of the central Pow- 
ers, with all their victories, must be 
Small as compared with a similar de- 
sire among the people of France, Russia 
and perhaps Italy. 

That the desire for peace among the 
peoples of Europe is not confined to any 
one country is evident from the psy- 
chological aspect of the situation. 
Peace rumors are seized with avidity 
abroad and in neutral countries. I did 
my very best to trace some peace ru- 
mors that came from abroad and werg 
attributed to Germany, but could not 
find even the remotest connection. There 
is any number of volunteer, self-ap- 
pointed world-peace makers who make 
suggestions, do much talking, have 
elaborate plans of how the war might 
be ended—each differing from the other 
—and who appear occasionally to send 
feelers to similar circles in England 
and vice versa. But to them little at- 
tention is paid anywhere. The attacks 
on the English Government are looked 
upon as weakeriing the allies and there 
is a disposition to lose interest in the 
political situation in England and to 
misjudge the English tenaclousness of 
character. Some authorities here be- 
lieve that France, sooner or later, will 
realize she is bleeding herself to death 
for England. The peace talk in Rus- 
gia, which was very active for a while, 
is completely stilled. 

Peace makers should bear in mind that 
in the majority of the countries at war, 
in some to @ greater, in some to lesser 
extent, the war is seen by the people 
as only staged for them, with the Gov- 
ernment, through the censor, as ths 
stage Manager who sets the scenes on. 
the enemy’s side in the worst possible, 


on his own, in the best possible light. 


Denies Germans Are in Want. 

There is inconvenience, but no real 
suffering or want in the central Pow- 
ers. Bread cards must not be con- 
fuunded with bread lines. There is 
much grumbling at the high cost of 
living, which, I find, however, is con- 
siderably offset by the much higher 
wages paid to those at home who work. 
Men and women never. before received 
the present wages paid in Germany 
and Austro-Hungary, and this goes far 
tv allay any discontent which otherwise 
might arise. 

In Hungary there are no restrictions 
or regulations on food. Austria and 
Germany have meatless days, strict 
economizing is being made to stretch 
the supplies of meats and fats, and oth- 
er plans are under way by which the 
central Powers profess they will long be 
able to withstand the siege of the allies. 

I found in responsible quarters a 
strong sentiment against the idea of 
a peace congress. The present inclina- 
tion and the belief is that no neutrals 
can restore peace, but the warring Pow 
ers must deal direct. The idea of a 
general peace congress finds no echo n 
the central Power capitals, and probably 
nothing short of a change in the present 
military situation would (maces their

ident Poincare gave me permission to 


convey a message to the American peo- 
ple, 

It is a message of good will. It rec- 
ognizes and appreciates the sympathy 
shown to France in her present fight 
for liberty and civilization by those 
Americans who remember that when we 
fought for our liberty. France was not 
neutral, but sent us Lafayette and 
Rochambeau, ships and soldiers. It is 
a message of thanks from the distin- 
guished President of the French repub- 
lic to those Americans who, not being 


‘neutral, find it easy to be grateful.

It was my good fortune to be present 
ed by Paul Benazet, a close personal 
friend of the President, and both an of- 
ficer of the army and a Deputy. 

France is a military nation and at 
war, but the evidences of militarism 
were entirely absent. Our own White 
House is not more barren of uniforms, 
our own President from guards of honor. 

We passed at last through four rooms, 
in which were the secretaries of the 
President, and as we passed, the Major 
Domo spoke our names and the differ- 
ent gentlemen half rose and bowed. It 
was all so quiet, so calm, so free from 
telephones and typewriters that you 
felt that, by mistake, you had been 
ushered into the library of a student 
or a Cabinet Minister. 

Then in the fourth room was the Pres- 
ident. Without this room we were pre- 
sented to M. Sainsere, the personal seo- 
retary of the President, and without 
further ceremony M. Benazet opened the 
door, and in the smallest room of all, in- 
troduced me to M. Poincare. His por- 
traits have rendered his features fa- 
miliar, but they do not give sufficiently 


the impression I received of kindness, | 


firmness and great dignity. 
Speaks Slowly, Chooses Words. 
He returned to his desk and spoke in 
a low voice of peculiar charm. As 
though the better to have the stranger 
understand, he spoke slowly, selecting 


his words. 
“I have @ great admiration,” he 


said, “for the effectiveness with 

which Americans have shown their 

sympathy with France. They have 
sent doctors, nurses and. volunteers 
to drive the ambulances to carry the 
wounded. I have visited the hos- 
pitals at Neuilly and other places; 
they are admirable. 

“The one at Neuilly was formerly 

a college, but with ingenuity they 
have converted it into a hospital, 
most complete and most valuable.

PARIS, Oct. 21.— re than a year 
has passed since the outbreak of the 
war, but never shall I forget the in- 
expressible anxiety with which I fol- 
lowed the different’ phases of Von 
Kluck's vertiginous march on Paris 
toward the end of August and the 
beginning of September. 

When our retirement began after 
the battle of Charleroi, I had to think 
immediately of taking steps to safe- 
guard our world renowned art treas- 
ures, especially those of the Louvre. 

I was confronted with this difii- 
culty, that Parisians would be seri- 
ously alarmed if word went round 
that we were about to ship our pic- 
tures, statuary, ceramics,.old manu- 
scripts, etc., to places of safety near 
the Spanish frontier. 

A Cabinet Council met one morning 
in August and decided the Louvre 
treasures must be left a little longer 
in order not to disturb: public opin- 
ion. But, in the afternoon came bad 
news; if action were to be taken it 
must be taken immediately. 

Gets 48 Hours for Work. 

I was given 48 hours—56é at most 
in which to pack up our most valuable 
treasures and get them safely away 
on the ratiroad for a certain city in 
the south of France. 

Consider the difficulties, the enor- 
mous responsibility of the task, one 
small mistake, one slip in the hasty 
packing and a work of art beyond 
all price might have been irreparably 
damaged. 

One overwhelming doubt that dis- 
turbed us was whether the train bear- 
ing away from Paris ite precious load 
of antiques of all kinds might not be 
bombed by German aeroplanes, which 
at that time were hovering over the re- 
gion of the capttal all day long. 

I calculated that from the Louvre 
alone we must ship at least 710 can- 
vases from among the countless thou- 
sands of paintings of all schools and 
epochs that adorn its walls. In 1870, 


when Paris was besieged by the Prus-: 


Hans, we were able to remove only 250 
paintings to safety. I at once consulted 
Henri Marcel, Director of National 
Museums. 

“We have two days in which to dis- 
patch over 700 paintings,” I told him. 
“How ts it to be done?’ 

“But it’s impossible, M. le Ministre,” 
he protested, throwing up his arms in 
despair. “You know most of my staff 
have been called to the flag.“ 

‘Nothing is impossible to a French- 
man, I retorted. ‘“‘Come, we will go 
together and collect a company of ter- 
ritorial soldiers to do the packing.“ 

, Meanwhile my private secretary was 
telephoning all the furniture removers 
in Paris. What we needed were vans 
with removable bodies which could be 
hoisted onto railroad trucks. Forty 
vans I estimated we should need. In 
order not to awaken public suspicion, 
they were to arrive one by one at dif- 
ferent hours of the day and night, and 
be loaded in one of the secluded interior 
courts. 

Begins Packing Work, 

Within an hour the packing began. 
With infinite care we unhooked the 
paintings, removed them from their 
frames and took the canvases down- 
stairs, where the soldiers placed them 
upright in the vans, one against the 
other, but with thick, soft wrappings 
between to prevent one painting rub- 
ing against the other, The work went 
forward rapidly and methodically. 

After the paintings came the oM 

furniture and precious works of art 
from the Apollo gallery. The re- 
moval of the Venus de Milo was the 
most difficult task of all. remember, 
it is a blocked marble weighing three 
tons. 
But eo well dita the troops and the 
Louvre attendants work that, after 
48 hours continuous efforts, every- 
thing we had decided to send off was 
loaded on trucks attached to one of 
the fastest French trains. 

The Crown Jewels? Al! I was de- 
termined to look after them myself; 
1 could never have brought myself 
to place them in the hands of any 
other man. Henri Marcel crossed the 
Rue de Rivoli and at the Louvre De- 
partment Store bought a small yel-

low leather bag for $3. We lined it 
thickly with cotton wool and then in 
went the Crown Jewels of France. 

Accompanied, by my private secre- 
tary, and with no kind of eseort, po- 
lice or military, I walked over the 
Pont Royal with the bag in my hand 
to the Gare d'Orsay, where we en- 
tered a compartment reserved for 
Cabinet ministers. 

Never shall I forget that short 
walk. What was the value of the 
contents of that little bag? Since 
the time of the revolutién no official 
estimate has been made, but in 1791

apoleon is said to have pawned in 
Holland to raise a national loan— 
was declared to be worth about 38, 
500,000. Perhaps all the jewels then 
in my possession..may be very ap- 
proximately values at some 9200.

As I stepped from the Louvre, the 
bag grasped firmly in my left hand. 
night was beginning to fall. Every 
step I took I feared I should be hus- 
tled by a thief or knocked over by a 
taxicab. I walked close to the bulld- 
ings on the sidewalk, My secretary 
went a few steps ahead, looking con- 
tiually to right and left. 

Holds Bag When Eating. 

Thus we reached the Gare d'Orsay, 
half a mile distant from the Louvre. 
We dined at the station restaurant, 
but the bag never once left my hand. 

I therefore had to eat my meal solely 
with forks. No doubt my nervousness 
made me ridiculous to the other diners, 
put I could put up with that as long as 
I knew the jewels were safe. | 

The immense strain continued through- 
out the long railroad journey. Neither 
my secretary nor I slept a wink during 
the night. The train was packed to suf- 
focation with thousands of frightened

ORDERED SHOT BY 
VILLA REACH Us 8. 


Red Cross Party, Condemned 
Three Times, Freed Through 
. Fear of Retaliation. 


By Associated Press. 

NACO, Ariz., Nov. (Four Amer- 
icans, released at Villa Verde yesterday 
by Gen. Villa, after three times having 
been condemned to death, arrived on 
American soil here today and told of 


their experiences as voluntary Red 
Cross workers among Villa’s wounded 
on the battlefield of Agua Prieta. The 
party consisted of Dr. R. H. Thigpen, 
Dr. Charles H. Miller and two chauf- 
feurs, Al Wilson and J. D. Pylant. 

The two physicians took to their beds 
upon their arrival as a result of their 
experiences and an all-night tramp 
through the mountains. 

Gen. Villa flew into a rage, Dr. Thig- 
pen said, when he learned the Amer- 
loans could not guarantee the passage 
of his wounded over American territory 
to Juarez. 

“Treat the Americans as they treat 
us,“ he is quoted as having said to his 
ald. Do as you please. Turn the ar- 
tillery on Douglas and put these men 
in front of the infantry.” 


Villa Feared Retaliation. 


Intercession by Gen. Rafael Nalve, 
coupled with fear of retaliation upon 
families of Villa and his subordinates 
in the United States was responsible 
for the safety of the Americans, Dr. 
Thigpen said. 

When a subordinate reported to 
Villa that Carranza tréops had been 
permitted to cross American territory 
ts aid Gen. Calles in defending Agua 
Prieta, Villa again sought vengeance 
upon the Americans. In a rage he 
heaped excoriations upon their heads 
and finally ordered them killed.

BEING CONSIDERED 


Alleged Threat to Take Norway 
‘Shipment Causes New Com- 
plaint by Packers. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—A note to 
Great Britain regarding issues involv- 
ed in the seizure of American meat 
cargoes may be prepared within the 
next two weeks. The State Depart- 
ment is not now ready to take a step 
in this direction, as it has not re- 
ceived certain infermation requested of 
attorneys for the packers, which is 
expected next week, when a decision 
will be reached.

FUR PROVING WHEN

Lebanon (IIl.) Law and Order 
League Finds Preponderance of 
Testimony Won’t Do It.

Fifty years ago warship building was 
transferred to the other great dock- 
yards of the country, but Woolwich 
is now, as it always has been, the 
home of the British artillerist. 

At its military academy many suc- 
cessive generations of artillery of- 
ficers have been trained. In normal 
times the Artillery cadets underwent 
two years stiff work before they got 
their commissions, Today the cadets 
are turned out in six months and fre- 
quently leave “the shop’—as the 
academy is affectionately nicknamed 
—direot for the front. : 

Woolwich Arsenal lies about ten miles 
down the Thames from London. A town 
of about 150,000 inhabitants has grown 
up around it and the numerous other 
riverside factories of the district, which 
is inhabited almost entirely by a work- 
ing class population. At present, owing 
to the enormously increased demand for 
labor, skilled and unskilled, in tne ar- 
senal, Woolwich Town has become a 
congested area, and although some 4000 
workmen's cottages—six rooms and a 
bathroom—recently have sen compiet- 
ed, and others are being erecteu wit 
all possible dispatch, rents have gone 
up from 20 to 30 per cent as well as 
the general cost of living. Only a small 
proportion of the hands now employed 
at the arsenal can find living accom- 
modations in Woolwich itself. They

London. 
Grime and Unleveliness. 

The lower reaches of the Thames 
are bordered by gray-black towns of 
mean streets, sacred to industry, 
grime and unloveliness. There are 
some picturesque bits still left, but 
in the main, factory chimneys, gaunt, 
smoke-dried workshops, with here 
and there the graceful steeple of one 
of the churches that Sir Christopher 
Wren dotted about the regicn in the 
days of the Stuarts—pointing archi- 
tecturally as well as otherwise to 
higher things—are the salient feat- 
ures of the landscape. 

A murky hase of more or less den- 
sity floats perennially in the atmos- 
phere, producing, especially at dawn 
and sunset, effects which Whistler 
beautified and m. his own.

lined with wharves and indented with 


spacious dock basins, with its cease- 
less flow of s, great and small, 
run the richly wooded Kentish hills, 
| bordering a land of typical, restful, 
rural English enarm. 

A plan of the arsenal, unrolled by 
the director, Vincent IL. Haven, 
showed new buildings erected since 
the war began, and that in that 
period stores and workshops already 
had been 
per cent. The number of men em- 
ployed there has also grown by more 
than 400 per cent. When further ex- 
tensions, now rapidly approaching 
completion, have been finished, the 
personnel of the arsenal will have 
been increased by 700 per cent. 

In one shop the Earl of Charlemont 
—tall, slight, fair-haired, an Irish 
peer, whose patent dates from some- 
where about the foundation of the 
arsenal, was “doing his bit” in charge 
of a lathe for 18-pounders. He was 
in no way distiguishable from his 
fellows, being in ordinary workmen’s 
@reasy trousers and shirt, his sleeves 
rolled up, and intent upon his job. 


Earl Likes His Job. 
It was not permitted to speak to 


any of the workmen, but Lord Charle- 
mont has written a letter in which 
he describes his experiences as an 
arsenal hand .with simple effective- 
ness. His letter says: é 

“I consider myself very fortunate 
in holding a position as an ordinary 
mechanic in a Government factory 
at 25s ($6.50) a week—and any more 
piece work that I can add on. 80 
far I have never sunk below £1 188. 
($8.75), and I have risen to £3 10s. 
($17.60), so that I am really in status 
equal to the ordinary mill hand. 

„ have some knowledge of metal- 
turning already, and, taking machin- 
ery in general, have fallen on my 
feet. I do not really count as ‘un- 
skilled labor’ and have been on the 
sam, bit of work as a trade unionist 
without any comment being made. 

“I expect I shall end by joining the 
tin platers. 

“All sorts and conditions of men 
work in the shop—gentlemen, laborers, 
tradesmen, chauffeurs, grooms, gar- 
deners—and they turn out about dou- 
ble the quantity of stuff it is esti- 
mated they would. 

“Average intelligence, backed by 
a desire to do one’s best, after a bit 
of practice, has beaten the skilled 
laborer at his own game. 

“The first day I did 80 10-pound 
shells. Thought it jolly good. Sec- 
ond day 60, and now I do from 130 
to 160 quite easily. They weigh, un- 
filled, about 10 pounds apiece. 

I have been on 60-pounders, also 
—nasty things, these, to tackle; 
weigh about 40 pounds apiece and two 
feet six inches long, about, I can 
do about 60 to 60 of them a day, and 
each one pays me two pence-half 
penny (6 cents). The miserable 10- 
pounders are only three farthings.” 


Boxing Champion Helps, Too. 
In the same shop was a noted box- 


ing champion, who, as Pedler Palmer, 
was known as a doughty man with 
his hands in his day on beth sides 
of the Atlantic. 

The whole vast factory in all its 
branches conveys a vivid impression 
of being worked under forced draught. 
Forges, its machines, and its explo- 
sive houses, are going night and day. 
Everyone is actively employed in his 
job. 

Volunteer workers, men of all 
classes from the city and the West 
nd, replace the boys on Saturday 
afternoons and Sundays, enabling 
them to have a day off, without 
which they could not bear the inces- 
sant strain without injury. 

There are no women employed at 
the arsenal, but they are to be util- 
ized in some of the new big shops 
that are being prepared. But patri- 
otic women already play their part 
within ite walls. Several neatly ar- 
ranged tea and coffee sheds have 
been erected in different parts of the 
works, and here, in the afternopn, 
between 5:30 and 6, and again in the

Visits Danger Section. 

The most eerie sensation that Wool- 
wich affords is a visit to the “danger 
section,” where explosives are pre- 
pared and shelis filled. As a matter 
of fact, with modern precautions 
accidents are extremely rare, but the 
feeling that a negligent workman at 
any moment may have you blown to 
atoms gives such a visit a certain 
gpice of adventure, 

Until the war began all the shelj- 
filling of the country was done at 
Woolwich, but now there are shell- 
filling plants in many other places, 
while at the arsenal itself the filling 
facilities are being augmented. 

The danger section is separated 
from the other parts of the arsenal 
and each house in the “danger sec- 
tion” is igplated, so that in case of 
an explosion its conbequences are lim- 
ited to the house itself. When you 
propose to enter this forbidden sec- 
tion of the arsenal—I was the only 
stranger taken over it in years—you 
go through a “shifting room” where 
the workmen change their ordinary 
clothes for the trousers and shirts of 
special material provided for them, 
and where they also exchange their 
boots for felt-soled shoes. 

The visitor is not required to strip, 
but he has to divest himself of all 
watches, penknives, scissors, smoking 
material and cig.urette cases where 
matches might be kept or loose 
matches might be struck. You put 
your feet on a low barrier that runs 
across the “shifting room” and the 
janitor fits big shoes with felt soies 
over your boots. These precautions 
are taken so as to insure that no grit 
that might cause sparks is carried in- 
side the barrier. 

Then you find that all through the 
section, which is of vast area, you 
walk only pn endless wooden plat- 
forms about ‘eight feet broad, raised 
some feet above the ground, so that 
from the time you enter until you 
leave you never touch the earth with 
your feet—unless perhaps you have 
managed to fall off the platform, 
when you would be lifted bodily and 
taken out of the “danger section” 
without being allowed to touch the 
board walks again. 


Risks to Wife Minimized. 
Bordering the board walks at inter- 


vals are small houses of one floor, 
some built very lightly of wood, but 
the newer ones of fireproof brick, 
with a heavy wall protecting the 
doorless entrance ta the sheds, 80 
that, wh@n you are passing along the 
board walk, the wall stands betweer 
you and the entrance to the shed. In 
the majority of these sheds only four 
men are employed, though in the 
sheds where the fuse-caps are fittes 
to the shells after being filled there 
may be eight or 10. If an accident 
happens the risk to life is thus min- 
Imized, and also the loss of material.

He says that the records show that 
very few members of the Automobile 
Club are ever involved in automobile 
accidents. Very few of the accidents, 
he says, occur in the congested district 
east of Twelfth street, where traffic 
regulations are enforced. Patrolmen 
in other parts of the city, however, are 
lax in the enforcement of regulations. 
They should be required to be on the 
watch for carelessness on the part of 
drivers. 

Mr. Flesh thinks that the fact that 
violations of the strict law of the speed 
regulations are permitted leads to dis- 
regard of every safety regulation. He 
denies that the great number of acci- 
dents recently were caused by the en- 
forcement of the automobile headlight 
ordinance. Bright lights, he claims, are 
necessary for the safety not only of the 
drivers of the car but to pedestrians as 
well. Their annoyance arises from the 
fact that they are so adjusted that the 
light is cast upward into the eyes of the 
approaching people instead of downward 
on the roadway. The new ordinance 
does not require that lights shall be 
dimmer, but that they must not throw a 
beam higher than three feet from the 
ground at a distance of 75 feet.

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Care Needed in 
Handling Pullets 


Getting pullets into the early laying 
habit has an advantage aside from the 
increase in number of eggs produced, as 
compared with the pullet that begins 
late, according to J. G. Halpin, head of 
the poultry department at Wisconsin 
Agricultural College. The pullet that 
gets a good start before the arrival of 
cold weather will be a much more 
steady layer than the one that begins 
after cold weather has come. 

Halpin says that, changes of quarters, 
fright or similar disturbing influences 
have a bad effect on the pulleta that 
have begun or are about to begin lay- 
ing. We have found,” says he, “that 
if a pullet starts to lay or gets nearly 
ready to lay, and is then moved or 
badly frightened, the partially devel- 
oped yolks may be reabsorbed. It 
sometimes takes several months to re- 
cover from roug treatment. Specia) 
attention should erefore be given 90 
that the pullets will not notice the 
change from summer roosts to winte> 
quarters.”

TINY filament of lead 
wire was blown to atoms 
in a laboratory at Wash- 
ington University the 
other day.

He called it the 
attraction of gravity. Legend has it that a falling apple 
started him to investigating it. Since his time, we 
have known only that it is; not what it ig. Are we 
to learn now the what and why? 

Conceivably, yes. The explosion dof that filament at 
Washington University .possibly told the whole story. 
For if the theory of the man who caused it is correct, 
the wire was destroyed by the removal from it of the 
very thing within it that made all its constituent per- 
ticles to hang together. And if some malignant, omni- 
potent Being could withdraw from our solar system 
what was withdrawn from the wire, in the twinkling 
of an eye, the earth, the gun, the moon, the planets 
and everything that on them and in them is would de- 
come a cloud of dust, scattered in the ether of infinity. 


The man is Dr. Francis E. Nipher, a scientist of 
world-wide fame. As often happens in science, he was 
working towards the demonstration of one thing when 
he probably hit upon the demonstration of another. 
He was seeking fallacies in the theory that there are 
two fluids, a positive one and a negative one, in elec- 
tricity. By this experiment he at least started what 
may turn out to be a train, of investigations, proving 
that electrical and magnetic phenomena explath the at- 
traction of gravitation. 


It was more than two years ago that he first ex- 
ploded lead wire, and since then other scientists have 
begun to admit the plausibility of the theory. The 
results were published then in a brief pamphlet, but it 
went unnoticed, until very recently when a more com- 
plete account was published in his pew book, “Experi- 
mental Studies in Electricity and etism,” which 
has just been issued. Since then some of the world’s 
most distinguished men of science have turned ‘their 
attention to Dr. Nipher’s work. Curiously enough it 
was an Australian professor, Thomas R. Lyle, F. R. S., 
of Melbourne University, who persuaded the Washing- 
ton University man to write his book. 


As every high school dabbler into physics knows, the 
difference in form between a handful of sand and a 
block of lead, is that in one of them all the particles 
adhere firmly and in the other they do not. If the lead 
could be resolved into its component parts, it also 
would be nothing but a handful of infinitesimal, separate 
particles, much finer than the particles of sand. The 
lead particles in some marvelous way, hold together be 
cause of a mysterious force of nature. We call them 
atoms, molecules, ions. 


Every piece of matter in the universe has an attrac-' 
tion for every other piece of matter, the force varying, 
according to Newton’s formula, by the product of their 
masses and inversely as the square of their distance. 
The earth is our greatest mass, so it attracts all other 
matter to it and the other matter responds, unless acted 
upon by some intervening force powerful enough to 
keep them apart.

America’s rat population has been estimated at 500,-

this country must be enormous. When it is remembered 
that infant rats begin propagating ‘at six or eight weeks, 
and that the period of gestation is extremely short, it 
can readily be seen that their increase in a few years 
would be enough to overrun the land, unless something 
were done to check it.

ARON ALLRED, who will be 85 
years. old next January, is 
Alton's David Harum,” with 
one difference. Whereas Dav- 
id Harum was a banker by 
vocation “nd a horse trader 
by avocation, Allred has dealt 
in norses and mules all his life. He knows 
all the tricks David Haram is populariy- 
supposed to have known and probably a few more. 


Allred’s life has been one of give and take. He has 
beaten the other fellow in a horse deal many times, but 
frankly admits that there have been occasions when he 
himself has been roundly “licked.” Fortune has been 
both good and bad to him, but at 84, with faculties un- 
impaired, he has no e v4 and is satisfied to have lived 
life to the full. And out of a fund of nearly 70 years 
of experience he can draw a wealth of reminiscences. 


Allred still is Alton’s foremost authority on horses. 
Recently he has written a book in which he has set 
down for the benefit of horsemen a few of the simple 
remedies. which he always ‘found efficacious in the 
treatment of equine ailments. He does not pretend to 
be.a veterinarian, in the sense of holding a degree and 
performing delicate surgical operations, but he can 
diagnose the trouble of an ailing horse at a glance, and 
nine times out of ten, can prescribe rightly for ‘it. 


This veteran horseman has lived virtually his whole 
life in Alton, St. Louis and the Mississippi Valley. He 
has never been farther west than Colorado or. farther 
east than Illinois. Born in Washington County, III., 
Jan. 14, 1832, his father moved to Greenville, Bond 
County, when Aaron was 2 years old. When the boy 
was 14 years old he struck out for himself, going to St. 
Louis, where he became a favorite with the stage 
drivers of that time and where the boy’s innate love 
of horses first began to manifest itself. 


A year later he went back to Bond County, remained 
there until 1848, and again came to St. Louis and drove 
a stage. At this period he acquired a nickname whict 
has remained with him throughout his life. Fellow 
stage drivers called him the “Tobacco Worm, because 
of his love for the weed. This was shortened ta “Worm,” 
and by that appellation he still is sometimes known in 
Alton.
